FROM THE CAMP DIARY 


Languages : : 

The Scouts and Guides at the 
National Intigration Camp were divided 
into 4 batches. There weie four bases 
Tamil, under the guidances of Sri M. A. 
Cheilaiah. Tamil was taught from its 
basics, namely the vowels and conso- 
nants. The children gradually picked 
words with their meaning, started 
coining words and with little’ more 
-encrouragement foimed sentences. Net 
wods were exchanged and witn great 
interest the Seouts and Guides formed 
groups trying togetner their ow, 
sentances with transcription in different 
languages. They learnt even small 
Tamil varses, BAKTHI PADAL” (DEVO- 
TIONAL SONGS). | 

Bengali was taught by Sri R. 
Bhattacharya of West Bengai Unit. A 
great differences was found between 
this particular language and those of 
the South. A _ letter was just like a 
words of our Southeren languages. The 
Scouts and Guides of M.P. took great 
pains and keen interest in this language. 
Their SCouter and Guiders were even 
more careful in clearing the Scouts and 
Guides difficulties in the languages. 


Malayalam was taught by to guiders, 
The script seemed easy but the prouncia- 
tion was difficult since many sounds 
were nasal. Words with meaning in

different languages were given and 
sentances also were found. — 


Kannada was taught by Smt. Sumitra 
and the children of other states (MP and 
West Bengal) easily picked up the script 
without much difficulty right from 
vowels and consonants. The children 


_ Started framing words and got litteral 


translation whenever they found some 
difficulty in {pronuciation or under- 
standing the big Kannada words in the 
sentences. 


_ Telugu base was monitored by Sri K. 
Thimmppa (ASOC) great pains were 
taken by this instructor to make the 
children learn the language to its best 
within the limited time duration. They 
found it easy to understand the small 
words and even tried to form new words 
and five their closest meaning. 


On the whole the language classes 
were a great success and the children 
enjoyed it immensly. In fact each child 
was trying to help the other in undere 
standing the language framing new 
sentences. The insctructor’s magical 
wand performed resuited  inyleaving 
each child with a knowledge and inter- 
staff more than one language. 


HANDICRAFT 
On 8th and 9th of August, the 


afternoon sessions were mainly activity 
namely Handicraft. Four bases were sef 
up to teach these crafts namels paper 
cutting, Gadgets and Vegetable carning, 
vegetable dolls, greeting cards out of 
eaves, sheep out of cotton wool andt 
Imatch box match stick, paper flowers 
Glass work other Handicrafts. The 
Scouts and Guides took down the details 
of the making the model together with 
figures with an incentive to make the 
the sam2 for the exhibition on 14th of 


August. 


KNOW EACH OTHER’S STATES 

The Scouts and Guides had come 
from Karnataka, Madhya pradesh and 
West Bengal and hence the easiest 
method to know each other state was to 
exchange their own knowledge. With 
the help of Maps the children or West 
Bengal were able to give a good detailed 
talk on their own state without making 
it difficult for the children of other states 
to be confused either in their culture. 
physical features food habits, religion, 
language etc., The Madhya Pradesh 
contingent were equally capable of 
explaining about their own state in 4 
more ellaborate manner. One of the 
Karnataka Guiders gave a very good talk 
on her state and the chiidren of other 
state were enthralled to know so much 


about Karnataka. 


Similarly details about other states 
were also give to the children in detai. 
with the help of instructors and Mapsl 
At three different bases these classes 
were held and a total of twenty two 
states were covered and the children 
took down important point in their 
records for future reference.

And staying ina camp 
is not much tedious. To live in a 
tent in a camp is most enjoyable. 


In a tent we find scouts of different 
faiths, live together, eat common food 
and sleep in the same tent forgetting 
their personal feelings. This is the place 
for all the scouts and guides to diseuss 
their feelings, their likes and dislikes and 
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understand them and to remove any mis 
understandings. 


Besant park, camp site is a wonder 
ful place. It has ail the basic require- 
ments of acamp life and hasa natural 
sutroudings for one and all to enjoy. 


These Scouts and Guides stay ina 
camp for 3 to 7days and slowly they come 
closer in understanding each other, The 
National Integration camp for the scouts 
and guides is presently held here in the 
camps where in many scouts and guides 
of Karnataka and other states are attend- 
ing. Thwse scouts and guides of different 
states are mixed up and are staying in 
tents. Here in camp, they teach and 
learn each others customs, cultuae and 
know their state festivals and enjoy. 
Only in a camp like this, one learns and 
knows each other. They will have diffe- 
rent food, no doubt they may not like it 
on the first day but slowly they wiil like 
to enjoy and relish it. They all discuss 
on many matters or any subjects freely 
and by discussion they remove any mis- 
understandings. 


In camps they do mostly practical 
things and demonstrate, where in they gel 
practical experience. By working together 
they forgot to which caste or religion or 
state they belong. They show their unity 
here. 

After the camp, when they go out, 
they would have learnt what a camp life 


is, and in turn tell other people what one 
gets by living together. 


Scouts and guides alway help others 
and understand them. Scouts and guids 
are the source of inspiration for tne other 
citizens to live together and love and 
understand each other. 


All the Scouts and Guides when they 
are together, go to the interior of the 
villages and mix with those people and 
stay with them.
